them. When doubts arife refpecting the 
conftruction of ttate laws, itis not unuiual 
nor improper for Ttate legiflatures by expla- 
matory or declaratory aéts, to remove thole 
doubts: Burt the cale between laws & com- 
pacts or ticacies, is in this widely different ; 
for wien doubs arife reipedting the fenie and 
meaning of atreaty, they aye fo far from 
being cognizable by a ftate legiflature, that 
the United States in Congreis Affembled 
have no authority to fettle and determine 
them: For as the Leyiilature ealy which 
pafics a law, has power to revile anda 
mead it; fo the fovereigas only who are 
parties in the treaties, have power by mu- 
tual coofent and poferior articles, to cor- 
re& and explain it: 

Ia cafes between individuals, all dowbts ref- 
pecting the meaning ofa treaty like ali doubis 
re{pecting the meaning of a law are in the fir 
initance mere judicial queftions, and are 
to be heard and de ided in the coufts of 
jutice having cognizance of the caufesin 
which they asife, and whofe daty it is to 
determine them according to the rules and 
maxims eftiblifhed by the laws of na- 
tions for the interpretation of treaties. 
Fiom inefe principles it follows of neeefary 
con'equence that no individual ftate has a 
rigact by legiflative atts co decide and point 
@ut the particular fenée in which their par- 
ticular citizens fhal underitand this or 
that article of a treaty. 

lc is evident that a contrary doétrine 
would not only militate againit the common 
and eftab! fhed maxims and ideas relative 
to the fubject, but would prove no lefs ludi- 
crous in pradtice than it is irrational in the- 
ory, for in thatcafe the fame article in the 
fame treaty might by law be madeto mean 
one thing in New-Hampfhire, another 


thing in New-York, and neither one nor 


the other of them in Georgia. 

How far fuch legiflative acts would-be 
valid and obligatary even within thefj limits 
ef the flate pafling them, is a queflion 
which we hope never to have occafion to 
difeuls. Certain however it is that fuch 
aéts can never bind either of the contract- 
ing fovereigns, and confequently cannot be 
obligatory on their re pedtive nations, 

But if treaties, and every article in them, 
be (as they are and ought to be) binding on 
the whole nation; if individual itates fay 
ne right to accept fome articles and rej 
others; and if the improp iety of Sta 
afts to interpret and decide the fenfe aad 
contruction of them, be appareat; fill 
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more manifett muft be the impropriety of 
tate acts to controul, delay or modify the 
cperation and execution of thefe national 
compacts, 

When it is confidered, that the feveral 
fates aflembled by their delegates in Cons 
grefs have expre{s power to form treaties ture- 
ly the trenties fo fosmedare not afterwards to 
be fubje&to {uch alterations as this or that Je- 
giflature may think expedient to make & that 
too without the conient of either of the parties 
to it,—-that is in the prefent cafe without 
the conient of the United States, who col- 
lectively are parties to this treaty on the one 
fide, and his Britanic Majefty on the other, 
—Were the Legiflatures to pofiefs fuch 
power, we fhouid foon be involved as a na 
tion, in anarchy and confufiom at home, 
and ia difputes which would probably .cr- 
minate in hoftilities and war with the na- 
tions with whom we may have formed trea- 
ties. Inflances would then be frequent of 
treaties being fully executed in one fate, 
and only partly executed in another; and 
of the fame article being executed in one 
manner, i: One State, and in another 
manner, Or not at aii, in another Staie. 
Hiflory furnifhes no precedent ef fuch li- 
berties taken with treaties under the form 
of law in any nation. 

Contradts between nations, like contracts 
between individuals, fhould be faithtully 
executed, even though the tword in the one 
cafe, and the law in the other, did not 
compel it. Hosefi mations, fike honcf 
men, require no reftraint to dojutlice; and 
though impunity and the aeceffity of affairs 
may fometimes afford temptations to pare 
down contra&s te the meaiure of conveni- 
ence, yet itis never done but at the ex- 
pence of that eleem, and confidence, and 
credit, which are of infinitely more worth 
than all the momentary advastages fuch. 
expedients can extort. 

But although contraéting nagens cannot 
jike individuals, avail themlelves of ceurts 
of juftice, to compel the performance of 
contracts: yet an appeal to Heaven and to 
arms is always in their power, and oftea in 
their inclination. 

Thos much we think it ufefal to obferve, 
in order to explain the priaciples on which 
we have unanimoufly come to the following 
relolutions, viz.

As the treaty of peace, fo far as it re- 
fpe&s the matters and things provided in ir, 
is aiaw te the United States which cannot 
by all or any of them be altered cr changed, 
all State acts eftablifhing provilions relative 


to the fame objects which are incompatible 
with it, mutt in every point of view be im- 
proper ; fuch atts do neverthelels exit; bu 
we do not think it neceflary either to enu- 
merate them particularly, or to make them 
feverally the iubjeéts of difcufiomv’ Ir ap- 
pears to us that the treaty cucht to have 
free courfe in its cperation and excution, 
and that all obftacies interpoied by Stare 
acts be removed. We mean toact with 
the mof fcrupulous regard to juftice and 
candour towards Great-Hritain, and with 
an equal degree of delicacy, moderaticn 
and decifion towards the States who have 
given occafion to thefe diicufiicns,
